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ORDINANCES 

PASSED  AT  THE  ANNUAL  SESSION, 


No.  1.  ' 

An  Ordinarlce  to  regulate  the  use  of  Lexington  street, 
between  North  street  and  Charles  street,  by  railway 
tracks,  and  to^^rohibit  the  laying  or  maintaining,  or 
using,  by  the  North  Ayenue  Raihva}'  Company,  or  any 
other  person  or 'corporation,  of  more  than  a  single 
iron  railway  track  upon  said  portion  of  Lexington 
street. 

Whereas,  By  a  provision  in  Section  1  of 
Ordinance  No.  23,  approved  April  8th,  1891, 
and  entitled  "An  ordinonce  to  authorize 
the  construction  of  City  passenger  railway 
tracks  by  the  North  Avenue  Railway  Com- 
pany on  North  avenue,  from  McCulloh 
street  to  Guilford  avenue,  and  thence  on 
Guilford  avenue  and  North  street  to  Lex-  Preamble, 
ington  street,  and  thence  on  Lexington 
street  to  Charles  street,  ,and  on  North 
street  to  the  north  side  of  Fayette  street," 
the  North  Avenue  Railway  Company  of  . 
Baltimore  City  was  authorized  and  licensed 
to  lay  down  and  construct  double  iron  rail- 
way tracks  for  the  purposes  of  its  business 
on  divers  streets  of  the  City,  among  others 
on  Lexington  street,  between  North  street 
and  Charles  street ;  and 
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Whereas,   It  appears  to  the  Mayor  and 
City  Council  of  Baltimore  that  the  public 
safety   and   convenience,    and   the  proper 
Preamble.  regulation  of  the  use  of  the  streets,  requires 

that  there  shall  not  be  more  than  one  iron 
railway  track  laid  down,  constructed,  main- 
tained or  used  on  said  portion  of  Lexington 
street ;  and 


Preamble. 


Whereas,  The  president  and  other  officers 
of  the  said  North  Avenue  Railway  Com- 
pany knew,  before  any  expense  was  in- 
curred by  the  said  company,  or  before  any 
portion  of  the  work  of  laying  said  tracks 
on  said  portion  of  Lexington  street  had 
been  done,  that  in  the  judgment  of  the 
Mayor  and  City  Commissioner  the  laying 
of  a  double  set  of  iron  railway  tracks  on 
said  portion  of  Lexington  street  would  be 
detrimental  to  the  public  interest,  and  that 
the  City  Solicitor  had  given  the  opinion  that 
the  Mayor  and  City  Council  had  full  power 
to  alter  or  revoke  the  authority  given  by 
said  Section  1  of  Ordinance  No.  23,  of  April 
8th,  1891,  to  lay  double  iron  railway  tracks 
on  said  portion  of  Lexington  street,  and 
that  the  Mayor  would  on  the  earliest  prac- 
ticable occasion  recommend  the  passage 
of  an  ordinance  altering  and  revoking  the 
authority  to  lay  such  double  iron  railway 
tracks  on  said  portion  of  Lexington  street; 
now,  therefore, 


Eevoking  au- 
thority to  lay 
double  tracks. 


Section  1.  Be  it  enacted  and  ordained  by 
the  Mayor  and  City  Council  of  Baltimore, 
That  the  first  section  of  Ordinance  No.  23, 
approved  on  April  8th,  1891,  so  far  as  the 
same  authorized  and  empowered  the  North 
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Avenue  Railway  Company  to  lay  double 
iron  railway  tracks  upon  the  portion  of 
East  Lexington  street,  between  North  street 
and  Charles  street,  be,  and  hereby  is,  re- 
pealed, and  that  the  authority  and  license 
given  to  said  North  Avenue  Railway  Com- 
pany by  said  first  section  of  said  ordinance 
to  lay  such  double  iron  railway  tracks,  be, 
and  hereby  is,  revoked. 


Sec.  2.  And  be  it  further  enacted  and 
ordained,  That  no  jjerson  or  persons,  cor- 
poration or  corporations,  under  any  pre- 
text, or  under  color  of  authority  of  any 
former  grant  or  license,  shall  (except  as 
hereinafter  provided  in  the  succeeding  sec- 
tion of  this  ordinance,)  lay  down,  construct, 
maintain,  or  use  any  iron  railway  tracks 
on  that  portion  of  East  Lexington  street, 
between  North  street  and  the  east  side  of 
Charles  street,  and  any  and  all  iron  railway 
tracks  which  may  have  been  heretofore,  or 
may  be  hereafter  laid  or  placed  on  said 
portion  of  Lexington  street  (unless  laid  or 
suffered  to  remain  under  the  provisions  of 
the  next  succeeding  section  of  this  ordi- 
nance), shall  be  removed  by  the  person  or 
persons  by  whom  or  by  whose  direction 
they  were  laid,  within  ten  days  after 
they  may  be  notified  to  that  effect  by  the 
-City  Commissioner ;  and  in  case  of  the 
neglect  of  such  person  or  persons,  or  cor- 
poration, to  so  remove  such  iron  railway 
tracks  within  the  time  specified,  the  same 
shall  be  removed  by  the  City  Commissioner.

Sec.  3     And  be  it  further  enacted  and 
.ordained.    That   the   said    North   Avenue 
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Railway  Company  of  Baltimore  City  be^ 
Au^t^ho^ru^y  and  it  is  hereby,  authorized  and  licensed 
maintain,  ami     to  lay  down,  construct,  maintain  and  use 

use  one  iron  .  .,  ,  ,  '  ., 

railway  track,  oue  irou  railway  track,  and  no  more,  on 
East  Lexington  street,  between  North  street 
and  Charles  street,  in  a  location  to  be 
designated  by  the  City  Commissioner,  upon 
the  same  terms  and  subject  to  the  same 
provisions  and  limitations  as  were  pro- 
vided by  the  said  Ordinance  No.  23,  of 
April  8th,  1891,  in  respect  to  the  double 
iron  railway  tracks  there  authorized  to  be 
laid  on  said  portion  of  Lexington  street, 
and  any  other  Company  shall  have  the 
same,  but  no  greater  right  to  use  this 
single  track  that  it  would  have  had  to  use 
the  double  track  if  this  ordinance  had  not 
been  passed  and  the  said  Ordinance  No. 
23,  of  April  8th,   1891,  had  remained  un- 

Proviso.  altered;  provided,  as  a  condition  precedent 

to  the  right  of  the  North  Avenue  Railway 
Company  to  exercise  the  authority  or 
license  in  this  section  conferred  upon  it, 
the  said  North  Avenue  Railway  Company 
shall,  within  twenty  days  from  the  passage 
of  this  ordinance,  at  its  own  expense,  re- 
move the  whole  or  such  portion  of  the 
double  iron  railway  tracks  that  it  has 
caused  to  be  laid  on  said  portion  of  Lex- 
ington street,  as  the  City  Commissioner 
shall  designate,  and  shall  also,  at  its  own 
expense,  replace  the  pavement  on  the  said 
portion  of  East  Lexington  street  in  a  man- 
ner satisfactory  to  the  City  Commissioner  ;. 

Proviso.  and  provided  further,  that  any  switches  to 

connect  other  tracks  with  the  aforesaid 
single  track  which  the  said  North  Avenue 
Railway  Company,  or  any  other  company 
having  the  right  to  use  said   tracks,  may^ 
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desire  to  lay,  shall  be  so  laid  as  not  to 
extend  on  Lexington  street  more  than  fifty- 
feet  east  of  the  east  side  of  Charles  street, 
or  to  be  entirely  east  of  the  west  side  of 
North  street,  and  shall  be  constructed  and 
laid  subject  to  the  approval  of  the  City 
Commissioner. 

Sec.  4.  And  be  it  further  enacted  and 
ordained,  That  this  ordinance  shall  take 
effect  from  the  date  of  its  passage.

An  Ordinance  to  prohibit  the  digging  up  of  the  streets 
of  the  City,  and  the  placing  of  hitching  posts,  tele- 
graph, telephone,  electric  light,  or  other  poles  therein, 
without  tirst  procuring  a  written  permit  from  the 
City  Commissioner,  approved  by  the  Mayor. 

Section  1.  Be  it  enacted  and  ordained  by 
the  Mayor  and  City  Council  of  Baltimore, 
That  no  person  or  person,  corporation  or 
corporations,  shall  under  any  pretext,  or 
for  any  cause  whatever,  dig  up,  tear  up,  or 
uncover  any  of  the  streets,  lanes  or  alleys 
of  the  City,  or  any  part  thereof,  or  remove 
therefrom  any  of  the  stones,  bricks,  blocks, 
cement  or  other  material  with  which  the 
same  may  be  paved  in  whole  or  in  part,  or 
plant,  erect,  or  sec  up  on  any  portion  of 
the  bed  of  such  streets,  lanes  or  alleys,  or

any  portion  of  the  sidewalks  thereof,  any 
hitching  posts,  telegraph,  telephone,  elec- 
tric light,  or  other  pole  or  poles  of  any 
description  whatsoever,  without  first  having 
obtained  a  written  permit  therefor  from  the 
City  Commissioner,  approved  by  the  Mayor. 

Sec.  2.  And  be  it  further  enacted  and 
ordained.  That  no  such  permit  as  is  provi- 
ded for  in  the  preceeding  section  shall  be 
issued  or  granted  at  any  time,  unless  the 
applicant  or  applicants  seeking  the  same 
shall  apply  therefor  in  writing,  and  shall 
in  such  application  consent  and  agree  that 
theregrading  and  repaving  of  such  portion 
of  any  street,  lane  or  alley  as  may  be  torn 
up  or  otherwise  disturbed^  under  such  per- 
mits, and  any  and  all  such  other  work  as 
may  in  the  judgment  of  the  City  Commis- 
sioner be  rendered  necessary  to  restore  the 
said  street,  lane  or  alley  to  a  proper  con- 
dition, shall  be  done  by  the  City  Commis- 
sioner, at  the  expense  of  said  applicant; 
and  if  said  api3lication  is  for  a  jJermit  to 
erect  one  or  more  hitching  posts,  or  tele- 
graph, telephone,  electric  light  or  other 
poles  of  any  description  whatsoever,  the 
person  or  x)ersons,  corporation  or  corpora- 
tions, applying  for  the  same,  shall  in  said 
application  further  consent  and  agree  that 
such  hitching  post,  telegraph,  telephone, 
electric  light,  or  other  pole  or  poles  shall 
be  placed  in  such  position  or  positions  as 
the  City  Commissioner  may  designate,  and 
that  the  location  of  such  hitching  post,  or 
telegraph,  telephone,  electric  light,  or  other 
pole  or  poles  shall  be  changed  at  any  fu- 
ture time,  to  such  other  position  or  posi- 
tions as  the  Mayor  for  the  time  being  shall 
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designate;  and  that  if  the  Mayor  and  City 

Commissioner  for  the  time  being  shall  at 

any  future  time  order  said  hitching  post, 

telegraph,  telephone,  electric  light,  or  other     conditions  of 

pole  or  poles,  or  any  of  them,  to  be  taken     i'^^^^'^- 

down,    that  the   same    shall   be    removed 

within  three   days,    and    that  the  cost   of 

any  change  in  location,  or  of  taking  down 

and  removing  said  hitching  post,  telegraph, 

telephone,  electric  light,  or  other  pole  or 

poles,  including  the  cost  of  any  repairing 

of  the  bed  of  the  street  thereby  rendered 

necessary,  shall  be  borne  by  the  aj^plicant 

or  applicants  for  the  said  permit. 

Sec.  3.  And  be  it  further  enacted  and 
ordained,  That  if  any  person  or  persons, 
corporation  or  corporations,  shall  violate 
any  of  the  provisions  of  the  two  x)receding 
sections,  either  directly,  or  through  any  Penalty, 
employee,  servant  or  agent,  he  or  they 
shall  be  subject  to  a  tine  not  less  than 
twenty  nor  more  than  fifty  dollars  for  each 
day  the  same  shall  continue,  said  fines  to 
be  collected  as  other  fines  are  collected. 

Sec.  4.  And  be  it  further  enacted  and 
ordained.  That  all  ordinances  and  parts  of 
ordinances,  inconsistent  with  this  ordi- 
nance, be,  and  the  same  are  hereby,  re- 
pealed. 

Sec.  5.  And  be  it  further  enacted  and  or- 
dained, That  this  ordinance  shall  take 
•effect  from  the  date  of  its  jmssage.

An  Ordinance  to  provide  for  awarding  contracts  for 
municipal  public  work,  and  for  furnishing  supplies 
to  the  several  departments  of  the  City  Government. 

Section  1.  Be  it  enacted  and  ordained  by 
the  Mayor  and  City  Council  of  Baltimore, 
That  hereafter,  in  contracting  for  any  pub- 
lic work,  or  the  purchase  of  any  supplies 
or  materials  for  the  City  of  Baltimore,  by 
the  City  Commissioner's  Department,  the 
Street  Cleaning  Department,  the  Harbor 
Board,  Water  Board,  Jail  Board,  Trustees 
of  the  Poor,  or  by  any  of  the  City  depart- 
ments, proposals  for  the  same  shall  be  first 
advertised  for  in  two  or  more  daily  news- 
papers published  in  said  City,  for  not  less 
than  ten  or  more  than  thirty  days,  and  the 
contract  for  doing  said  work,  or  furnishing 
said  supplies  or  material,  shall  be  awarded 
by  the  Mayor,  Comptroller  and  Register,  or 
by  such  department  as  is  now  required  to 
award  such  contract,  to  the  lowest  re- 
sponsible bidder. 


Sec.  2.    And  be  it  further  enacted  and 
ordained.  That  all  provisions  in  an  ordi- 
nance, entitled   "An  ordinance  to  provide 
Repeal.  for  the  coustructiou  of  bridges  over  Jones' 

falls,  approved  March  29th,  1875,"  and  all 
ordinances  and  resolutions,  or  parts  of 
ordinances  and  resolutions,  inconsistent 
with  this  ordinance,  be,  and  the  same  are 
hereby,  repealed.

more  street,  where  it  crosses  Jones'  falls, 
and  for  the  removal  of  the  present  bridge  ; 
said    new   bridge    to    be    constructed    ac-  . 

cording  to  plans  and  specifications  to  be 
prepared  and  adopted  by  the  said  City 
Commissioner,  and  the  contract  for  the 
constriiction  of  the  said  bridge  shall  be 
awarded  to  the  lowest  responsible  bidder 
in  the  aisual  manner. 

Sec.  2.  And  be  it  further  enacted  and 
ordained,  That  the  sum  of  thirty-seven 
thousand    dollars    ($37,000),    or    so    much     S3r,o()o  appro-

thereof  as  may  be  necessary,  is  hereby  ap- 
propriated to  pay  for  the  new  iron  bridge 
and  the  removal  of  the  old  one,  and  the  said 
money  shall  be  supplied  out  of  the  snm  of 
six  hundred  thousand  dollars  set  apart  for 
building  or  rebuilding  bridges  in  the  ordi- 
nance authorizing  the  issne  of  six  million 
dollars  ($6,000,000)  of  bonds,  approved 
October  7th,  1892;  and  the  Commissioners 
of  Finance  are  hereby  directed  to  sell  as 
many  of  said  bonds  as  shall  be  required  to 
supply  the  sum  of  thirty-seven  thousand 
dollars,  and  pay  the  same  to  the  City 
Register,  to  be  apx^lied  on  the  warrant  of 
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the  City  Comptroller  to  the  purposes  above 
named,  and  to  no  other  purpose.

An  Ordinance  to  provide  for  repaying  with  Belgian 
blocks  and  rekerbing  Hanover  street,  from  Hamburg 
street  to  south  side  of  Fort  avenue.

Be  it  enacted  and  ordained  by  the  Mayor 
and  City  Council  of  Baltimore  that  Section 
11,  Article  XXV,  of  the  Supplement  of  the
